It  must  be  noted  here  that  standards  for  the  article  known  as  Prepared  Mustard 
liaye  not  been  legalized  in  Canada.  We  hare  found  it  impossible,  up  to  the  present  to 
define  Mustard  itself;  due  to  conflicting  evidence  as  regards  charlock  or  ao-called  wiU 
mustard.

Th»  name  Mustard  indicates  that  this  spice  was  used  originally  as  a  condiment  fay 
mixing  the  seeds  with  unfermented  wine  (Ltdin,  Mustum)  and  so-called  Oerman  Mm- 
tard  ia  to  this  day  prepared  with  Rhine  wine,  or  tarragon,  Tinegar,  spicos,  etc.,  while 
French  Mutiard  ts  prepared  with  salt,  vinegar,  spices,^.  (Wdbster's  dictionary). 
It  is  quite  apparent  that  so-called  Prepared  Mustard  is  merely  a  eondiment,ready  for 
use,  and  having  Mxistard  as  its  most  characteristic  compontmt  There  are  probably  aa 
many  formulas  for  the  preparation  of  the  article,  as  there  are  manufacturers  of  it,

The  total  proteids  of  mustara  iiour  may  be  taken  as  about  30  per  cent.  (Alka 
Org.  Analysit,  4th  edition,  vii,  107).  Based  on  this  figure,  the  above 
PiLondHnataid  demand  that  the  whole  of  the  dry  material  of  prepared  mustard 
WMftom  fKt  and  sail  ahaU  consist  of  mustard  flour,  or  equivalent  protem  oontaming 
So^tot  OMlwIing  ttooh  altogether.  It  ia  therefore  diflicult  to  see  why  any  mention 
of  oarbohydratai  it  node. 

I  am  not  aware  of  any  decisions  by  the  Courts  which  establish  the  validity  tha 
above  standard.  A  case  is  reported  (U.S.A.  Notice  of  Judgment,  No  1S52)  in  wM^A 
miibranding  was  alleged  because  wild  mustard  (charlock)  was  substituted  for  the  usual 
tniwriowat  pfeaent  without  decUration  on  the  hO^l.  A  ycrdict  of  not 
guilty  was  rendered. 

The  question  of  recognizing  charlock  at  •  qondimental  mustard  cannot  bo  oon- 
aidared  here.  It  will  be  discussed  in  our  next  npoH  upon  mustard. 

An  interesting  paper  by  Barnard  *  Biahop,  dealing  wi^  Pj^^ed  M«istard  was 
read  before  the  American  Association  of  Food.  Utfaj  wdBw* 
1912.   Of  32  samples  analysed  17  failed  to  BMtt  tbo  tOWtontBto  U  tho  abwo  nf* 
gested  standard,  10  contained  excess  carixdiydr^  t  on  enatt  of  orndo  Otn,  and  « 
tamples  were  too  low  in  protein. 

The  authors  suggest  a  minimmu  of  »  per  ctott  tolids,  exclusive  of  salt,  as  a  desk-

No  harmful  ingredients  hare  be«i 
found  in  any  of  these  samples;  and  I  have  no  doubt  that,  as  in  the  case  of  condimen- 
tory  sauces,  some  preparations  appeal  to  one  section  of  the  public,  and  some  to  another.
